“12”. 


Heads  of  famihes  are  indicated  in  bold  num¬ 
bers,  for  example  “52”. 

As  a  rule,  only  the  dates  and  places  of  birth, 
marriage  and  death  are  given  in  connection 
with  the  names  of  children  who  have  issue;  aU 
other  particulars  are  placed  under  their  names 
as  heads  of  famihes. 

When  the  symbol  precedes  a  number, 
for  example  “+32”  it  indicates  that  the  name 
appears  later  as  the  head  of  a  family  under  that 
number.

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GENERATION  I 


THOMAS  EARP,  SR. 

No  specific  record  has  been  found  of  Thomas  Earp,  Sr. 
except  in  the  land  patent  application  where  Thomas  Earp  refers 
to  himself  as  Thomas,  Jr.,  thereby  implying  his  father  was 
Thomas  Earp,  Sr.  He  most  likely  did  not  come  to  America  at  all. 


GENERATION  II 

1.  Thomas  Earp,  Jr.\  born  1665;  died  1720.  Son  of 
Thomas  Earp,  Sr.,  is  the  earliest  known  Earp  of  record  in  the 
Maryland  Colony.  He  witnessed  a  will  in  1698  (see  Baltimore 
County  Orphans  Court  and  Register  of  Wills;  Wills,  Liber  17, 
folio  261)  and  is  mentioned  in  court  records  in  1700  and  1707 
(see  Maryland  Hall  of  Records).  Owned  100  acre  tract  called 
“Lurgan.”  (See  Maryland  Hall  of  Records  and/or  Land  Records 
Office). 

Thomas  probably  had  sisters  and  brothers,  but  we  have  no 
record  of  them.  Thomas  is  generally  believed  to  be  the  original 
settler  in  this  area  and  the  progenitor  of  our  line  in  Maryland. 

From  the  genealogical  record  of  Amos  Earp,  Sr.,  (1798- 
1893)  of  Howard  County,  Maryland,  which  was  prepared  by 
Charles  Albert  Earp,  Jr.,  we  quote: 

“While  some  of  the  links  in  the  chain  of  descent  are  in 
doubt,  there  is  no  question  that  Thomas  Earp,  the  earliest 
known  of  our  name  in  the  colony  of  Maryland,  is  the  original 
and  common  ancestor  of  the  Maryland  and  Virginia  Earps. 
His  place  of  origin  and  exact  time  of  immigration  to  the  new 
world  are  unknown,  but  existing  records  place  him  along  the 
Patapsco  River,  near  the  present  site  of  Baltimore  in  the 
late  1690’ s.  His  first  owned  land  was  only  a  few  miles  from 
the  home  of  Amos  Earp,  Sr.  (some  150  years  later),  and 
other  of  his  descendants  down  to  the  present  time  reside  in 
the  same  general  area."

No.  101,  A.F.  &  A.M.  at  Elkridge,  Maryland  was  officially  granted  its  charter 

at  the  semi-annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  May  14,  1855  and  was  signed  by  the 
Grand  Master  May  16,  1855.  The  first  regular  communication  of  Howard  Lodge  No.  101  was  held 
May  21,  1855  with  ten  members  present.  The  initiation  fee  was  established  at  $15.00  and  the  dues 
of  $2.00  per  year  were  payable  quarterly. 

“The  first  petitioner  was  Charles  R.  Earp  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  has  always  been 
at  least  one  member  of  the  Earp  family  in  Howard  Lodge  from  that  date  until  the  present.” — from 
100th  Anniversary  bulletin  of  Howard  Lodge,  May  16,  1955.

Dr.  Erasmus  Helm  Kloman  died  on  April  30,  1957  at  his  home,  600  Edgevale 
Road.  He  was  72  years  of  age. 

Dr.  Kloman  was  bom  in  Warrenton,  Virginia,  the  son  of  Edward  Felix  Kloman 
and  Agnes  Pickett  Helm.  He  graduated  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  as  a 
pharmacist  in  1902  and  practiced  pharmacy  for  a  short  time.  Later  he  taught 
chemistry  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  He  was  proud  of  the  fact  that  he 
was  younger  than  many  of  his  pupils. 

In  1910  he  graduated  from  the  University  of  Maryland  Medical  School  and 
took  his  hospital  training  at  the  University  Hospital.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  first 
World  War,  Dr.  Kloman  joined  the  first  Maryland  Field  Hospital.  He  later  was 
attached  to  the  116th  Field  Hospital. 

After  the  war.  Dr.  Kloman  opened  an  office  at  44  W.  Biddle  Street  for  the 
practice  of  obstetrics  and  gynecology.  He  maintained  this  office  and  continued  in 
active  practice  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  chief  gynecologist  at  Maryland  General 
Hospital  for  many  years.  Dedicated  to  the  welfare  of  his  patients,  he  was  a  skilled 
operator  and  a  splendid  teacher. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Medical  Examiners,  representing  the  Medical 
and  Chirurgical  Faculty,  in  1923  and  served  ably  on  this  Board  until  1955.  He  was 
President  of  the  Board  for  several  years  and  Secretary  for  one  year.  His  consistent 
stand  for  a  high  calibre  of  medical  ethics  and  his  tireless  work  in  support  of 
necessary  legislation  made  him  a  valuable  member  of  the  Board.  He  made  many 
trips  to  Chicago  representing  the  Board  at  the  Annual  Congress  on  Medical  Education 
and  Licensure. 

Dr.  Kloman  was  a  man  of  many  interests.  Chief  among  his  hobbies  were  duck 
hunting  and  the  training  of  Chesapeake  Bay  retrievers.  He  also  belonged  to  many 
professional  organizations,  was  a  Shriner  and  for  many  years  a  vestryman  at  St. 
David’s  Church.  Outspoken  and  direct  in  his  approach  to  people,  he  was  a  loyal 
and  valuable  friend  and  an  opponent  not  to  be  taken  lightly.  His  advice  was  sought 
by  many  and  usually  followed. 

Dr.  Kloman  was  married  twice.  His  first  wife,  Louise  Gephart  Kloman,  died 
in  1940.  His  second  wife.  Olivia  Earp  Kloman,  survives  him.  He  is  also  survived 
by  a  sister,  a  son  Erasmus  H.  Kloman,  Jr.,  and  two  grandchildren,
